MATRICULATION. 


A  student  shall  be  entitled  to  matriculate  who  has  passed 
the  Preliminary  or  Entrance  Examination  in  any  Faculty,  or 
who  produces  a  certificate  from  the  Acting  Head  of  one  of  the 
affiliated  Colleges  that  he  has  been  admitted  in  that  College 
as  a  student  for  the  University,  or  has  received  in  the  Univei- 
sity  a  standing  equivalent  to  that  given  by  the  Preliminary 
or  Entrance  Examination,  or  any  higher  than  these.  Only 
matriculated  students  will  be  admitted  to  any  examination 
higher  than  the  Preliminary  or  Entrance  Examination  in  any 
Faculty. 

Members  of  any  other  University  in  Her  Majesty's 
Dominions  who  may  apply  for  admission  to  this  University 
are  not  required  to  take  the  Entrance  Examination  of  the 
Faculty  to  which  they  belong,  but  may  be  admitted  ad  eun- 
dem  statum  and  ad  eundem  gradum,  on  presentation  of  their 
credentials  and  payment  of  the  required  fee. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


The  Annual  University  Examinations  in  Medicine  begin 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April ;  in  all  other  Departments,  on 
the  second  Monday  in  May,  notification  of  which  will  be  given 
by  the  Registrar. 

Candidates  for  any  Examination  must,  at  least  twenty 
days  before  the  date  of  the  Examination,  make  suitable  appli- 
cation to  the  Registrar,  from  whom  blank  forms  of  applica- 
tion may  be  obtained.  The  required  fee  must  accompany  the 
application. 

Supplemental  Examinations  will  be  allowed  to  those 
students  who  fail  in  not  more  than  three  subjects,  providing 
their  average  on  the  whole  Examination  is  such  as  will  admit 
of  their  being  granted  Third  Class  standing,  viz: 

(a)  For  Medical   Entrance,  o-i  per  cent.  ; 
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(b)  For  Preliminary,  40  per  cent.  ; 

(c)  For  Previous,  34  per  cent. 

Students  who  fail  in  more  than  three  subjects,  or  who  do 
not  obtain  at  least  Third  Class  standing  in  the  total  mark-  ol 
any  University  Examination,  shall  be  required  to  again  take 
the  full  work  of  the  year  at  the  regular  examination. 

Supplemental  Examinations  are  held  toward  the  end  of 
September  in  each  j'ear. 

No  student  shall  be  admitted  to  any  part  of  the  Second 
and  Final  Examination,  in  any  course  until  he  shall  have 
passed  in  every  subject  of  the  Previous  Examination.

SCHOLARSHIPS,  PRIZES,  &c. 


In  order  to  provide  for   Scholarships  and  Prizes,  it  is  en- 
acted as  follows : 


2.  The  papers  for  Scholarships  in  the  Preliminary  Ex- 
amination of  the  University  of  Manitoba  shall  determine  the 
prizes  for  pupils  of  any  school  in  the  Province  who  have 
been  reading  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  branches  of  English 
or  French  education,  such  as  English,  French,  Arithmetic, 
History  and  Geography,  the  subjects  of  higher  education,  as 
Classics  and  Mathematics,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(a)  Any  candidate  for  these  prizes  or  for  scholarships  for 
pupils  entering  the  University,  must  send  in  to  the  Registrar 
of  the  University  a  certificate  of  his  having  been  at  a  public 
or  private  school  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  preceding  school  year. 

(h)  There  shall  be  awarded  twenty-four  prizes,  to  be  dis- 
tributed as  follows  : 

(c)  Six  by  the  Latin  and  Greek  papers  ;  (b)  six  by  the 
Mathematical  papers ;  (c)  three  by  the  English,  French  and 
German  papers  of  English  pupils;  (d)  three  by  the  French, 
English  and  German  papers  of  French  pupils  ;  (e)  two  by  the 
English,  French  and  Botany  papers  of  English  pupils  ;  (f) 
two  by  the  French,  English  and  Botany  papers  of  French 
pupils;  (g)  two  by  the  German  and  Botany  papers;  but  no 
pupil    can    take   more    than  one  prize  in    the   groups  ( C ),  (d ), 
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(e),  (f)  and  (g).  In  the  case  of  any  of  these  prizes  not  being 
taken,  they  may  be  distributed  among  the  candidates  en- 
titled to  prizes  in  the  other  subjects. 

2.  Scholarships  shall  be  awarded  to  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  follows  : 

{a)  At  the  Preliminary  Examination  such  scholarships  shall 
lie  awarded  on  the  Latin  and  Mathematical  papers  of  the 
examination,  but  the  successful  candidate  for  a  scholarship 
must  pass  in  each  of  the  additional  subjects  required  of  him 
and  must  take  45  per  eent  of  the  a^re^ati-  marks  in  such 
additional  subjects.  Two  more  difficult  papers  one  of  U 
hours  on  the  Latin,  the  other  of  1\  hours  on  the  Mathematical 
subjects— shall  be  taken  by  candidates  for  the  scholarships. 
At  this  examination  two  scholarships  of  one  bundled  dollars 
each,  and  two  scholarships  of  sixty  dollars  each,  shall  be 
given. 

(J>)  At  the  Previous  Examination  scholarships  shall  be 
awarded  on  the  Latin,  Mathematical  and  Chemistry  papers, 
but  the  successful  candidate  for  a  scholarship  must  pass  in 
each  of  the  additional  subjects  required  <>i'  him  and  must 
take  4-0  pel-  cent,  of  the  aggregate  marks  in  such  additional 
subjects.  Three  more  difficult  papers,  of  one  hour  and  ;i  half 
each,  on  tin-  Latin,  on  the  Mathematics,  and  on  tin-  Chemistry, 
shall  be  taken  by  candidates  for  the  scholarships.  At  this 
examination  three  scholarships  of  $100  each,  and  two  scholar- 
ships of  $60  each,  shall  be  given  on  the  Latin,  Mathematical 
and  ( 'hemist  \y  papers,  and  one  scholarship  of  $50  and  one  of 
$30  on  the  English  and   Histoi-j    of  the    English  Course,  and 

one  of   $50  and  one  of   $30  on  the    French  and   History  of  the 

French  <  !ourse,  and  a  scholarship  of  $50  in  <  Ireek,  and  of  $30 
in  ( lerman. 

c)  At  the  Junior  B.  A.  Examination  One  scholarship  of 
$200  and  one  of  SI20  for  students  at  the  Junioi;  B.  A.  ex- 
amination shall  be  awarded  In  each  of  the  following  subjei 
(lassies.  Mathematics,  Natural  Science,  Mental  and  Moral 
Philosophy,  (English  and  Latin  courses),  Modern  Languaj 
and  the  General  B.  A.  Course.  The  mode  of  paymeni  of  the 
scholarships  awarded  at  the  Junior  B,  A  examination  shall 
be  as  follows:  One  moiet}  of  the  scholarship  shall  be  paid 
in  December  of  the  Senior  B.  A   year  ;  and  the  second  moietj 
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on  the  first  Thursday  of  June  of  the  Senior  B.  A.  year,  but 
this  second  portion  shall  not  be  paid  unless  the  holder  of  the 
scholarship  obtain  first  class  in  his  Final  examination. 

(d)  Scholarships  shall  be  awarded  at  the  Primary  and  In- 
termediate M.  D.  Examinations  in  the  papers  of  these  exam- 
inations. On  the  examinations  of  the  Primary  there  shall  be 
awarded  three  scholarships  of  the  value  of  $100,  $80  and  $H0 
respectively.  On  the  examinations  of  the  Intermediate  there 
shall  be  awarded  three  scholarships  of  the  value  of  $80,  $00, 
and  $40  respectively.  The  mode  of  payment  of  the  scholarships 
awarded  at  the  Intermediate  examination  shall  be  as  follows : 
One  moiety  of  the  scholarship  shall  be  paid  in  December  of 
the  Final  year,  and  the  second  moiety  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  June  of  the  Final  year  ;  but  this  second  portion  shall  not  be 
paid  unless  the  holder  of  the  scholarship  obtain  first  class  in  his 
Final  examination. 

3.  On  certification  by  the  Chancellor  and  the  Registrar,  or 
other  person  authorized  by  the  Council,  the  several  scholar- 
ships shall  be  paid  by  the  Bursar  of  the  University  to  the 
Bursar  or  Treasurer  of  each  College,  including  the  Manitoba 
Medical  College,  in  moieties,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  De- 
cember and  May,  except  in  cases  especially  provided  for  in 
clauses  five  and  six. 

4.  (a)  In  the  case  of  undergraduates  the  University  re- 
quires before  payment  of  the  first  moiety  of  the  scholarships 
a  certificate  from  the  Head  or  Acting  Head  of  the  College 
that  the  student's  attendance  has  been  satisfactory  up  to  the 
8th  day  of  December,  and  before  the  payment  of  the  second 
moiety  a  similar  certificate  that  the  student's  attendance  has 
been  satisfactory  from  January  up  to  the  beginning  of  May. 
And  it  is  declared  that  the  attendance  at  the  college  to  be  re- 
quired of  a  student  shall  be  actual  attendance  for  the  full 
term  of  such  college,  except  in  so  far  as  non-attendance  for  a 
limited  period  by  any  particular  student,  may  be  excused  by 
the  college  authorities  on  the  ground  of  ill  health  or  other 
proper  reasons. 

(I>)  Should  the  conditions  in  this  section  as  to  certification 
of  a  scholarship  not  be  fulfilled  during  the  two  years  imme- 
diately following  the  date  of  the  taking  of  the  scholarship, 
the  scholarship  shall  lapse. 


.").  A  student  shall  not  be  qualified  to  hold  a  scholarship  if 
not  placed  in  the  first  cla^s  in  the  aggregate  of  the  subjects 
for  which  the  scholarship  is  given,  and  unless  he  has  passed 
in  all  the  subjects  required. 

G.  The  values  stated  for  the  scholarships  are  the  maxi- 
mum values  which  the  scholarships  shall  not  exceed.  II'  the 
funds  do  not  allow  of  the  scholarships  being  of  such  maxi- 
mum value,  then  they  shall  1m-  proportionally  of  such  value  as 

the  fund  will  allow. 

7.  No  student  shall  hold  more  than  one  scholarship.  If 
a  student  succeeds  in  gaining  more  than  one  scholarship  in 
any  year,  In-  will  he  allowed  to  choose  which  our  he  will  take, 
and  his  name  will  he  entered  upon  the  list  as  having  gained 
the  other,  though  not  entitled  to  any  of  the  funds;  these 
shall  he  granted  to  the  one  ranking  next  to  him.
